A six-year-old Ridgely boy was hos¬ 
pitalized in serious condition and a 
Fulton County man is being held in the 
Lake County Jail on $250,000 bond af¬ 
ter being charged with aggravated child 
abuse following an incident on Black 
Friday. 

An investigation by the Lake County 
Sheriff’s Department led to the arrest 
of Ryan Patrick Kohagen, 24, of 211

Kohagen is charged with aggravated 
child abuse and neglect of a child under 
eight years of age. 

Investigator Joe Vernon of the Lake 
County Sheriff’s Department said it 
was the worst case of child abuse he 
had seen in 29 years of law enforce¬ 
ment. “I’ve had cases where the victim 
was stomped to death that were not this 
bad,” he said. 


Vernon said the child was uncon¬ 
scious, had a body temperature of 95°, 
brain swelling, teeth knocked loose, 
bruises over entire body, bruising in the 
anal region, cigarette bums and possi¬ 
ble liver damage. He appeared to have 
been beaten badly about the mouth. 

Kohagen is being held in isolation

Kentuckians utilizing Kynect 


Approximately 500 individuals and/ 
or families in the Purchase Area have 
worked with a Kynector to sign up for 
Kentucky’s version of the Affordable 
Care Act (ACA). Open enrollment 
began October 1 and ends March 31, 
2014. 

A “Kynector” assists interested 
parties as they navigate their way 
through the application process. West 
Kentucky Allied Services, Inc. has 
“Kynectors” working in each of the 
eight Purchase Area counties. 

Gregg Knight, the newest “Kynector” 
has been assigned to assist individuals 
in Fulton and Hickman counties. 
On Tuesdays Knight will be at the 
Hickman Public Library from 11 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. and also on Thursdays from 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 

In preparation for a visit with Knight, 
she suggests you gather the following 
items to complete the application 
process: 

• ID Card for primary applicant 

• Social Security numbers and 
birthdates for all members of the 
household 

• Any current health coverage info 
including monthly premium and policy 
number 


• Work address and phone number 

• Gross income information such 
as pay stubs, last year’s tax return, 
social security award letters, disability, 
pension, unemployment, etc. 

Knight reminds everyone that the 
information provided will be kept 
confidential. The Kynect system 
calculates the applicant’s eligibility 
for assistance based on criteria which 
includes household size, income 
information and tobacco use. 

According to Knight, applicants may 
qualify for Medicaid, a government 
health program with no monthly 
premiums, or payment assistance 
that pays for a portion of their health 
insurance plan. Eligibility thresholds 
are higher than expected by many. All 
individuals earning less than $45,960 
per year or families of four earning less 
than $80,000 annually are eligible for 
some type of assistance. Individuals 
earning less than $15,857 per year are 
eligible for Medicaid. 

“It’s easy to apply and coverage 
can begin as early as January 1, 2014. 
Once the application is completed 
individuals will be able to see if they

Those popular character balloons 
have also evolved over the years, too. 
The first character, made of rubber and 
filled with air, was the popular cartoon 
character Felix the Cat.

PADD assists with mapping Water & 
Wastewater Utility Structures project 


The first-ever Thanksgiving Day pa¬ 
rade, which was designed to mark the 
Christmas holiday shopping season, 
was actually first produced by Gimbels 
department store of Philadelphia, Pa., 
in 1920. Macy’s parade didn’t begin 
until 1924 and it was titled the Macy’s 
Christmas Parade.

This year’s parade, now almost 90 
years old and bigger and better than 
ever, almost didn’t have the popular 
balloons. High winds threatened to 


MAYFIELD, KY - The Purchase 
Area Development District has re¬ 
ceived a contract from the Kentucky 
Infrastructure Authority to map water 
and wastewater utility structures. The 
one-year contract will create digi¬ 
tal databases and updated maps for 
all the water and wastewater systems 
across the region. Since July, six sys¬ 
tems have been mapped utilizing the 
PADD’s Global Positioning System’s 
field equipment. 

Recently, PADD staff members were 
escorted around the City of Hickman 
by public works staff to locate all of 
the city’s water valves, which have 
never been mapped. Additional water 
and wastewater structure points will 
be collected. Once completed, the City 
will receive both digital and printed 
map books, which can be updated eas¬ 
ier (and less expensively) than the old 
maps which are not digital. 

“The digital mapping will assist all 
the public works employees to become 


more familiar with our water system,” 
said Mike Hartigan, Director of Hick¬ 
man Public Works. “Some of the struc¬ 
tures like the water valves have never 
been mapped. Having an up-to-date 
map will make it easier for the City to 
respond in an emergency situation.” 

In total, 44 systems will be mapped 
by the PADD over a three-year win¬ 
dow, should funding continue. For

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USDA announces acreage reporting dates for 2014 


Lexington, November 25, 
2013 —Kentucky USDA Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley announced that 
producers now have until 
January 15, 2014, to report 
crops that have a November 15, 
2013, or December 15, 2013, 
reporting deadline without 
paying a late-file fee. Crops 
under this waiver include wheat 
and native and improved grasses 
intended for grazing or haying. 
The Risk Management Agency 
(RMA) did not grant a waiver 
so producers need to consult 
their crop insurance agent for 
deadlines for insured crops. 

“In order to comply with 
FSA program eligibility 
requirements, all producers are 
encouraged to visit the your 
County FSA office to file an 
accurate crop certification report 
by the applicable deadline,” said 
McCauley.

reporting dates are applicable 
for Kentucky: 

• December 15,2013: B arley- 
Gr, Canola (FAL), Oats (FAL), 
Rye, Annual Rye Grass, Wheat 

• January 2, 2014: Honey

• If a producer acquires 
additional acreage after the 
above acreage reporting 
date, then the acreage must 
be reported no later than 30 
calendars days after purchase or 
acquiring the lease. Appropriate 
documentation must be provided 
to the county office. 

• If a perennial forage crop is 
reported with the intended use of 
“cover only,” “green manure,” 


“left standing,” or “seed” then 
the acreage must be reported by 
July 15 th. 

According to McCauley, 
Noninsured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program (NAP) 
policy holders should note that 
the acreage reporting date for 
NAP covered crops is the earlier 
of the dates listed above or 15 
calendar days before grazing or 
harvesting of the crop begins. 

Additionally, producers can 
purchase both NAP and RMA 
coverage for 2014 annual forage 
crops. NAP coverage will not be 
available for 2015 annual forage 
crops. 

Late file fees will be assessed 
for 2013 crops reported after 
September 15, 2013, and 2014 
crops reported after 

January 15, 2014.

Two months to 10-digit 
dialing in Western Kentucky 


With mandatory 10-digit 
dialing coming soon to western 
Kentucky as the result of a new 
area code, the Kentucky Public 
Service Commission (PSC) 
is urging caregivers to help 
elderly residents and others who 
might have difficulty making 
the transition to the new dialing 
patterns. 

“The PSC recognizes 
that some customers might 
have trouble adjusting to 10- 
digit dialing,” stated PSC 
Chairman David Armstrong. 
“We encourage family, friends 
and others who care for such 
customers to assist them with 
the transition.” 

An effective way to ease 10- 
digit dialing is with technology, 
Armstrong said. 

“A variety of programmable 
landline telephones are 
available,” he said. “They can 
store dozens of numbers and 
allow frequently used numbers 
to be dialed by pushing a single 
button. 

“If you think someone you 
know is going to find it difficult 
to adjust to 10-digit dialing, 
help them obtain an appropriate 
telephone and then help them to 
program it and learn how to use 
it,” Armstrong said. 

Mandatory 10-digit dialing 
begins in two months, when 
area code 364 is added to the 
same geographic area as the 
current area code 270. 

Customers now can dial either 
seven or 10 digits when making 
local calls in area code 270. 

The permissive dialing period, 
which began in August, allows

Department of Revenue has 
set the 2014 tax interest rate, 
which remains unchanged 
from the previous two years. 

The interest rate is four per¬ 
cent; the rate charged by the 
Department on unpaid taxes 
is six percent; and for interest 
due on a refund, the rate is two 
percent. 

Each year the Department 
of Revenue, pursuant to KRS 


131.183, is required to review 
the annual tax rate and change 
or keep the same rate. The 
new interest rate is based on 
the adjusted prime rate charged 
by Kentucky banks during the 
month of October. 

A recent survey of Kentucky 
banks revealed that the aver¬ 
age prime interest rate was 
four percent during the month 
of October 2013. The interest 
rate is effective Jan. 1, 2014.

GOLDEN POND, KY-Be- 
ginning December 2, free 
Christmas tree permits will be 
available at Land Between The 
Lakes (LBL) National Recre¬ 
ation Area. 

A permit entitles a family 
to cut one cedar tree between 
December 2 and 24. Permits, 
maps, and cutting guidelines 
may be obtained from the LBL 
Administrative Office, 8 am- 
4:30pm, Monday-Friday, and at 
the Golden Pond Visitor Center, 
9am-5pm, Saturday and Sun¬ 
day. On December 24, Christ¬ 
mas Eve, visitors need to obtain 
permits before noon. 

“Taking the family out into 
the woods to look for the per¬ 
fect Christmas tree is a great 
holiday tradition. Check along 
roadsides or within old forest 
openings to find your tree,” sug¬ 
gested Forester, Dennis Wilson. 
“The cedar tree program also 
helps Land Between The Lakes 
by maintaining open lands and 
promoting diverse wildlife habi¬ 
tat.” 

Cedar trees may be cut any¬ 
where in Land Between The 
Lakes except areas within sight 
of US68/KY80 or Woodlands 
Trace National Scenic Byway, 


cemeteries, the Nature Watch 
Areas, campgrounds, lawns, or 
other mowed areas. 

Whether families cut or pur¬ 
chase a tree, they should follow 
these safety guidelines when us¬ 
ing a cut tree in their home at 
Christmas. 

1. Choose a fresh tree. If nee¬ 
dles fall off easily, the tree is dry 
and can easily catch on fire. 

2. When setting up your tree, 
cut the base off two inches above 
the original cut to help the tree 
absorb more water. 

3. Place the tree in a stable, 
tip-proof container and water it 
daily. 

4. Place the tree away from 
heat sources such as heating 
vents or wood stoves. 

5. Be sure decorative lights are 
UL approved and in good condi¬ 
tion. Never leave tree lights on 
while you are asleep or away 
from home. LED lights are a 
great way to save energy. 

6. Discard the tree when it 
begins to show signs of drying, 
such as brown or yellow color, 
and excessive needle dropping.

But you should still take a look 
at the information it requires 
and make plans to attend a 
College Goal Kentucky session 
near you. Your counselor should 
have information about College 
Goal Kentucky.

Develop a plan before you begin your holiday shopping 


Once the Thanksgiving tra¬ 
ditions are complete and the 
family members have recapped 
all they’re thankful for, many 
Kentuckians turn to sale fliers to 
plan their Black Friday or Cyber 
Monday attacks on Christmas 
shopping. With those days be¬ 
hind us, did you over spend or 
are you still deciding on what to 
purchase for the loved ones on 
your Christmas list? 

The Department of Financial 
Institutions (DFI) would like 
to remind consumers to spend 
wisely this holiday season by 
shopping smarter, saving money 
and avoiding fraud. 

“Creating a plan and sticking 
to it is one of the best ways to 
save money this holiday sea¬ 
son,” said DFI Commissioner 
Charles Vice. “And having a 
savings plan can lead to less 
holiday stress and a more pros¬ 
perous new year in 2014.” 

Develop a spending plan 
- Make your list and check it 
twice. Decide whom you plan to 
buy for, how much you expect 
to spend, and include some gift 
ideas to help guide you while 
you’re shopping. Total up your 
holiday budget and make sure 
it’s within your means. A rule 
of thumb is to make sure your 
spending is less than 1.5 per¬ 
cent of your household annual 
income. For example, a fam¬ 
ily with an income of $50,000 
should try to keep its holiday 
spending below $750. And 
don’t forget your budget should 
include all the extras - gift 
wrap, bows, cards and postage. 
If you have a hard time staying 
on budget, consider an envelope 
system. Set aside the amount for 
each person in a labeled enve¬ 
lope, when it’s empty, you stop 
shopping. 

Consider paying cash for pur¬ 
chases - Leave your credit cards 
at home while shopping. Using 
cash or your debit card costs 
less in the long run. Consider 
the cost of credit: 

• If you put $800 on your 
credit card at 15.5 percent in¬ 
terest and only make minimum 
payments, it will take about 
three and a half years to pay it 
off and you will pay $238 in in¬ 
terest. (This assumes $25 mini¬ 


mum payments.) 

• If you do use credit, make 
sure you have a plan to pay off 
the balance - the sooner the bet¬ 
ter. Don’t be afraid to talk with 
a credit counseling agency if 
you’re having trouble. 

• Spend as you go. Don’t 
spend December’s “extra” pay- 
check or holiday bonus before 
you have it. 

• If you are using a debit card, 
know your balance prior to 
making a purchase, so you don’t 
incur overdraft fees. 

Comparison shop and use 
discounts - Do your homework 
before hitting the stores. Com¬ 
pare prices for gifts - especially 
larger-ticket items - to ensure 
you are getting the best deal. 
Use coupons, sales, customer 
rewards programs, lay-away 
and free shipping offers. If you 
have a smartphone, download 
apps to help you compare pric¬ 
es. Take sales fliers with you, as 
some stores will price match. 
When giving gift cards or pre¬ 
paid credit cards, watch out for 
fees and expiration dates. And 
remember that procrastinating 
can lead to rushed shopping and 
overspending. People are more 
likely to buy on impulse when 
tired, hungry or rushed. 

Be creative if you need to cut 
back - If you find you need to 
scale back spending this year, 
there are lots of ways to ap¬ 
proach it. 

• Talk to your friends and rel¬ 


atives about the idea of cutting 
back. Maybe set a spending cap. 
Parents might decide to skip 
gifts for each other in order to 
focus on the children. 

• Set up a “Secret Santa” or 
“White Elephant” gift exchange. 
Everyone would get a gift, but 
each person would only have to 
buy one. 

• For those who are crafty, 
consider creating a handmade 
gift. The possibilities are end¬ 
less, and many are fun projects 
that children can help with. 

• If you have a talent - or time 
on your hands - create person¬ 
alized coupons for a specific 
service, special outing or “free 
time” that the receiver can re¬ 
deem in the new year. 

• If your budget isn’t adding 
up, consider increasing your 
income. Pick up a seasonal job 
or do “odd jobs” to earn some 
extra shopping money. 

• Don’t worry about what oth¬ 
ers are doing. Remember that 
big spenders are often the most 
in debt. Make sure you’re on the 
right financial path for yourself. 

Stay safe - Avoid fraud and 
identity theft by checking your 
statements regularly. When 
company comes to visit, make 
sure your mail and personal pa¬ 
pers are filed away and not out 
on counters. Shred all unneeded 
paperwork that contains per¬ 
sonal or banking information. If 
you shop online, make sure you 
are using trusted, secure sites.

FRANKLIN, Ky - On Feb. 
24,2012, Linda and Riley Bright 
were considered criminals by 
the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky. As the legislative season 
wound down in the Common¬ 
wealth more than a year later, 
the pair was declared heroes. 

That’s not to infer that Ken¬ 
tucky officials are fickle. The 
rapid “rehabilitation” of the 
couple came at great time and 
expense. 

The Brights well remember 
that day they - and vendors in 
Brights Antique World - ran 
afoul of the long arm of the 
law. 

It was a Friday, shortly after 1 
p.m., when two agents from the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources (KD- 
FWR) came through the door. 

Two agents ordered all the 
customers out of the store on a 
busy, busy day and proceeded to 
lock the business down, allow¬ 
ing no one else to enter. 

As agents swarmed into the 
antique mall, they began dis¬ 
mantling animal mounts from 
several booths. 

“They picked the mall apart,” 
Linda Bright said. “We have 
30,000 square feet and they 
were here for four hours.” 

Armed with a search warrant, 
the officers confiscated 26 ani¬ 
mal mounts and began search¬ 
ing through the mail’s business 
records scrutinizing past sales. 

They wouldn’t even let the 
Brights take the tags off the ani¬ 
mals and have the owners come 
and take them. 

Although the Brights owned 
none of the mounts, they were 
charged with 31 counts of sell¬ 
ing artifacts from a protected 
species. Booth renters in Brights 
- the majority of whom were re¬ 
tired and fill their spaces to sup¬ 
plement their incomes - were 
also charged. 

Their offense: selling deer, 


fish and other sporting mounts. 
It was against the law in the 
Commonwealth to “sell, barter 
or trade any protected wildlife 
... no matter where caught or 
killed.” 

By legal definition in Ken¬ 
tucky, all animals are protected. 

It was a law the Brights - and 
few others, both attorneys and 
those who have been in the re¬ 
tail business for decades - knew 
anything about. In many dis¬ 
tricts of the KDFWR it had, 
for decades been a law that was 
widely unenforced. 

The state law was passed de¬ 
cades ago, and vague, at best, 
with the intent of preventing the 
taking of wild game “for profit.” 
The “for profit” aspect of the 


trade often leads to poaching or 
taking game illegally. 

The law, according to legisla¬ 
tors, was not intended to crimi¬ 
nalize the occasional sale of an¬ 
tique game mounts. 

Charges were filed by the 
KDFWR through the county 
prosecutor against the Brights 
and booth renters. 

Ultimately, the charges were 
deferred by the court, and 
those charged were given a 2- 
year probation. Charges were 
dropped against Linda Bright; 
however, her husband was “or¬ 
dered to contribute $2,000 to 
the KDFWR” and given proba¬ 
tion of two years.

“Overall, I’d say 
that counting legal fees - and 
everything else - this ended up 
costing me about $10,000,” Ri¬ 
ley Bright said. 

And, the Brights began put¬ 
ting in the time to get the law 
changed. They gathered signa¬ 
tures for a petition to Kentucky 
legislators. They brought Rep. 
Wilson Stone, who serves their 
district, to the forefront, drafting 
a new law. 

It was a lot of work for both 
Riley and Linda Bright, espe¬ 
cially Linda. 

As a result of the publicity the 
“Bright Mall bust” generated, 
the bill passed briskly through 
both houses before Gov. Steve 
Beshear signed it into law. 

Kentucky law now reads 
that anyone can buy and sell 
any “mounted wildlife speci¬ 
men” except those regulated 
by federal law. The new law 
also requires that certain animal 
mounts - those of white-tailed 
deer, elk, bear, turkey and bob¬ 
cat - be tagged and registered

by the KDFWR before sale. 

“That means the owner of a 
deer mount, whether it was tak¬ 
en 40 years ago, is supposed to 
call the Department of Fish and 
Wildlife to get a tag assigned 
to the piece,” Stone said. “The 
reason we did that, is the value 
of some of these mounts have 
soared during the past years, 
and this way we can have some 
check on game taken illegally.” 

However, despite the deferred 
charges and change in the law, 
mall booth renters are still los¬ 
ing out. 

The 26 taxidermy mounts 
confiscated by the KDFWR 
have not been returned to them, 
despite a Simpson County court 
order stipulating they be re¬ 
turned. 

Riley Bright, who estimates 
the value of seized mounts at 
around $18,000, has written 
the KDFWR about having the 
mounts returned to his vendors. 
Despite receiving assurances 
from the KDFWR that such 
a letter was unnecessary, the 
mounts have not been returned.

code 270 numbers; everyone 
can keep their current number,” 
Armstrong said. “The only 
change is the 10-digit dialing 
requirement for local calls.” 

Current dialing patterns 
remain in effect until January 
31, 2014. However, customers 
who wish to use the new dialing 
patterns before then may do so. 
Calls will be connected either 
way. 

During the permissive dialing 
period, local calls within area 
code 270 (as well as local calls 
to numbers outside area code 
270) may be dialed using either 
7 or 10 digits - that is, with or 
without the area code. Dialing 
1 for local calls is not necessary 
now and will not be necessary 
after February 1, 2014. Local 
calls will not be become long¬ 
distance calls.

Port revenue down for 2013, improving for 2014 Fiscal Year

While the Hickman-Fulton 
County Riverport board re¬ 
ceived a favorable audit report 
from Rhonda Henderson, audi¬ 
tor, with Martin, Colson, Hale & 
Henderson on Tuesday, Nov. 26 
they also heard that revenue was 
down in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 2013 while expenses, 
especially maintenance expens¬ 
es were up. “We believe that ev¬ 
erything is operating the way it 
is suppose to and everything is in 
good shape,” stated Henderson. 
“Operating revenues were down 
by about $165,000.” Factoring 
in depreciation and other fac¬ 
tors the actual overall decreased 
when compared to the prior year 
was about $120,000. 

“We did carry a second crane 
operator and maintenance ex¬ 
penses were up,” explained Port 
Director Greg Curlin. “We just 
didn’t have the revenue. It was 
very frustrating.” Low water 
and the inability to bring barges 
in and out of the harbor contrib¬ 
uted to the decrease in revenue. 

During the October 2013 Op¬ 
erating Report barge numbers 
totaled 58, which included pe¬ 
troleum coke, wire, soybeans, 
corn and fertilizer keeping Cur¬ 
lin and his staff busy, sometimes 
working over night to keep up 
with the demand. November is 
proving to be as busy as Octo¬ 
ber with new customers starting 
to make use of the port facili¬ 
ties. 

As Keleia McCloud went 
over the numbers, Chairman 
Lynn Major noted that the fig¬ 
ures were positive for a change. 

Areas of focus for Curlin in¬ 
clude keeping expenses at a 
minimum while focusing on 
costs and seeking alternate fund¬ 
ing avenues for a new crane. 
“We want to see what areas of 
the operation are profitable and 
the areas that are not, so we can 
report this to the board,” added 
Curlin. “Where are we making a 
profit? Is it on the grain loading 
or crane unloading side, or other 
port operations.” He wants to 
start seeing where the profits are 
so he can make changes in the 
areas where the Port isn’t profit¬ 
able while continuing to provide 
the services that are bringing in 
revenue. 

Curlin continues to meet with 
members of the newly formed 
Port and Harbor Committee of 
the Mississippi Valley Flood 
Control Association, meeting 
recently in Memphis. “We are 
working with Rob Rash focus¬ 
ing on maintaining funding for 
the dredging of harbors,” Curlin 
said. “I feel positive that we are 
coming out of this newly in¬ 
formed group and the pending 
WRRDA bill stem from staying 
in front of our congressmen and 
senators.” 

Curlin will be traveling to 
New Orleans in early December 
to attend the Mississippi Valley 
Flood Control Association meet¬ 
ing, making additional contacts 
with area congressional leaders. 

As a new board member of 
the Kentucky Water Transpor¬ 
tation Advisory Board Curlin 
will meet with board members 
on Tuesday, Nov. 3 and will find 
out if the dredging grant he ap¬ 
plied for is approved or not. “I 
am working with Greg Pritchett

and we have made requests for 
funding for years ‘15 and ‘16,” 
he told the board. “The funds 
available each year could be in¬ 
creased to $1 million per year, 
but will be matching funds.” 

The conveyor expansion grant 
the board received approximate¬ 
ly one year ago for $150,000 
does not require matching funds, 
but does need to be spent within 


the next six to eight months. 
“There is a company that has al¬ 
ready built a portable conveyor 
that might work for us,” Curlin 
said. “The cost is approximate¬ 
ly $118,000.” Board members 
present included Chairman Ma¬ 
jor and members David Lattus, 
George A. Jones, Mike Taylor 
and Monroe Bellew reviewed 
the information Curlin present¬ 
ed to them. 


Finding the best location for 
the new scale project, with funds 
obtained from another grant, is 
a concern for Curlin.
